its endlogs life and traffic, with its wonder- 
ful quays and wharfs, in direct touch with 
every patt of the world, explains every- 
thing to thoso who marvel at tha powor of 
tho British Expire. find this econo 
de touts Beauté, C'est grand, c'est admirable, 
colossale!- There you bave London, Be- 
twoon London Bridge and ‘tho soa is tho 
atomech, the heart of England. Thera is 
the mainepring of the lifa of your ompire, 
parhaps of the world, I camo back from 
Groenwiok by tramway to Westminster, 
and thence by the Underground Railway to 
tho Temple. Tho Undorground Railway 
is; ‘no doubt, usefal, but thore is much 
room for improvement. Résumons! Lon- 
don ia & houge of many remarkable man- 
sions—the City ia its kitchen, tho Wost 
Find is ita salon, tha faubourgs and 
subarbs, with thoir teeming fifo, aro so 
many pidces in an edifice I shall never 
forget.

fore arrive in London about eizht days later 
than the Mail.
